Par. No. 001 4 of document 1 cited in the LSR describes a light diffusion layer for a 
projection screen in which light diffusible fine particles include light diffusible line particles 
(A) with a mean particle diameter dA \im and light diffusible fine particles (B) with a mean 
particles size dB jum that satisfy the following conditions: 



The surface roughness Ra of this light diffusion layer can satisfy the condition 0.2 jum < Ra 
< 1 .0 |4m as in claim 1 . 

Document 2 cited in the 1SR describes a transmission screen comprising a first 
diffusion sheet in which a substrate with a thickness of 500-1000 |jm comprises 5-20 wt.% 
light diffusion agent consisting of organic fine particles with a mean particle size of 5-1 5 |4m 
and a second diffusion sheet in which a substrate with a thickness of 50-500 (am comprises 
1 -10 wt.% light diffusion agent consisting of inorganic line particles with a mean particle 
size of 2-10 \im. In this transmission screen, the outermost layer on the light output side of 
the light diffusion layer is a layer in which the diffusion of light is most intensive, as 
described in claim 1 . 



Document 1 describes that "the difference in refractive index between a light 
transmissible resin 5 and light diffusible fine particles is generally preferred to be 0.02 or 
more".
